It also asks the Secretariat 
General to follow up these resolu- 
tions and assess these countnes’ 
special needs, and to evaluate 
developments in carrying out 
these programmes in favour of 
these countries. 

Subscription to the Islamic 

Development Bank's capital: 

The Conference decided to 
subscribe the sum of 1210 million 

Islamic Dinars, representing the 

non-subscribed share of the 

allowed capital amounting to 

2000 milhon Islamic dinars. 


Financial and administrative 
situation of OIC Secretary- 
General. 

The Conference decided to ask 
the Secretary-General to prevent 
the studies concerning this ques- 
tion to the organization's perma- 
nent financial commission so it 
can examine them and present its 
propositions to the 12th Foreign 
Ministers conference to make the 
suitable decisions. 





Concerning the capitals of the 
Al-Quds and Islamic Solidarity 
Funds and their endowments: 

Concerning the capitals of the 
Al-Quds Fund and the Islamic 
Solidarity Funds and their 
endowments, it was decided to 
refer them to Islamic Finance 
Ministers meeting which will 
inform the Secretariat General of 
countries which will make volun- 
tary contributions.

endowments: 


The Conference decided to ask 
all member countries to back this 
Fund's annual budget by no less 
than 50 million dollars. 

To make contributions, double 
them and render them public. To 
allot additional resources like 
stamps and others, and to 
organize annual campaigns to col- 
lect contributions in every coun- 
try. 
It also decided to assert allot- 
ting endowments in favour of the 
funds amounting to 100 million 
dollars and invited member coun- 
tries to raise this sum through 
voluntary contributions.

Foreign Ministers conference. 


The Guinea-Bissau Islamic 
Centre, the Ahmad Baba of Tim- 
buctoo and the two Islamic uni- 
versities in Niger and Uganda. 

The Summit decided that the 
OIC would be charged with 
implementing these projects. In 
this respect, the member coun- 
tres are called upon to provide a 
direct aid to implement them.

1360. 
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In 1360 it is expected th-

‘ projects, in the natural gas, 
oil, Ainak copper, Karker- 
Dodkash and Sabzak coal 
mines. Accordingly, it is 
envisaged that one million 
tons of oil, one billion cw 
bic meters of natural gas, 
two million tons of coal and 
500,000 tons of copper will 
be added to the reserves of 
the above material in | 560. 

Transport and = communi- 

cations sector:

BAKHTAR AIRLINES INCREASE PASSENGER, FREIGHT CAPACITY

(text) Last year the Ministry of Transport and Tourism has been active in three 
specific areas--that of air transport, land transport and tourism, The cotal 


income of the Ministry from the 6th of Jaddi, 1358 till the corresponding date 
in 1359 has been Afs. 479,145,675, 


A responsible source of the Ministry of Transport and Touriem, in an interview 
with a reporter of the Kabul New Times said, 1359, 55.8 million ton-kms, of 
goods were transported by air, out of which 32,2 million ton-kms. were in the 
internal flights, and 23 million ton-kms,. were by the international flights. 
Likewise, during the same period, 204.9 million passenger-km, were transported by 
the airways of the ministry, Ariana Afghan Airlines and Bakhtar Afghan Airline. 
One hundred and ninety million-kms, passengers were transported by the interna- 
tional flights and another 14.9 @illion-kms, passengers were transported by the 
internal flights. In the same year 2321 million-ton kms, of goods were trans- 
ferred by road transport of which 435 million-ton-kms, have been transported by 
the government's vehicles and 2278 million-ton-kms, by private transportations. 
Passenger transport during the same period has been 4226 million-ton-kms, of which 
540 million-passenger kms. were transported by the state sector and 2774 million 
passenger-kms, by the private sector," 


This year, 24956 flights were recorded from the Kabul and Kandahar international 
airports, and 2634 overflights of the Afghanistan air space has also been recorded 
during the same period, 


The source said in 1359 a number of highly significant initiatives were introduced 
to increase the efficiency of the Ministry of Transport and Tourism. They were: 


l--As the Bakhtar Afghan Airlines has a limited capacity to transport passengers 
and goods and as the airlines with its two YAK planes, each with capacity of 28 
seats and another three Twin Otters with 19 seats each could not in any way meet 
the needs of the passengers and goods transfers between the center and the 
provinces, the Ministry of Transport and Tourism purchased two new ‘AN-24' aero- 
planes from the Soviet Union in 1359. The two planes have a capacity of 52 passen- 
gers each and have already reached Afghanistan. 
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Se=in 13559 @ weather forecasting seminar was held in Kabul and continued for 

Ly days. im Chis seminar, new weather forecasting techniques were imparted to 
the participants of the seminar, The attendants included heads of agricultural 
weather forecasting stations, At the same time, 14 meteorologists graduated from 
the weather forecasting course by local and foreign experts and were assigned to 
various stations, 


JewAfter the beginning of the war between the Irani and Iraqi forces, the Ariana 
Atghan Airlines planes were compelled to reroute their flights through the Karachi 
and Gulf countries to its European routes, This made the flight routes longer 
and posed economic difficulties for the airliner, It was therefore decided that 
the planes of the Ariana Afghan Airlines, on the basis of the agreement of the 
Soviet Union and other interested countries, should make use of the Soviet air 
space on the way to European countries, This facility to a great extent has 
removed much of the difficulties created on the way of the Airlines. 


4=-In 1359 it was decided that the operation of the Dc-10 airliner of the AAA is 
not economical and therefore the service was scuttled, 


5--In 1559, to strengthen the government transport sector, along with the private 
sector, 300 Tatra (Czechoslovak make) vehicles were purchased for Land Transport 
Enterprise, Meanwhile, the plan for the establishment and construction of technical 
services establishments for Kamaz vehicles have been from the Soviet Union, Soon 
work on these establishments will begin, 


The source added, "To the Ministry of Transport and Tourism belongs two airlines 
and the land transport departments ranging from goods carrier vehicles, buses and 
taxis, BAA has 7 planes operating in the internal routes, and AAA has 3 planes, 
There are 1211 land transport vehicles attached to the ministry."

(Text) Algiers--The eixth session of the Algerian-Hungarian intergovernmental 
joint committee opened on Monday afternoon under the joint chairmanship of 
Minister of Housing and Urban Development Ahmed Ali Ghazali and Hungarian 
Minister of Construction and Urban Development Abraham Kalman. 


In the opening speech of the session Ahmed Ali Ghazali defined the session's 
objective and examined ways and means of ensuring an even more harmonious 
development and expansion of bilateral cooperations in all spheres. 


"In the sphere of commercial relations," Ahmed Ali Ghazali said, "we have

difficulties of certain African countries in order to obtain military 
facilities and to use their ports is only further evidence of the serious- 
ness of the situation in the area resulting from this imperialist colonialist 
sword, which threatens the progressive countries in particular. 


in the light of this the Malagasy president's call for an international 
summit on the question of Indian Ocean security and demilitarization is 
fully justifiable and significant. This is because the current economic 
development in the countries concerned, which is being carried out with 
great efforts and major sacrifices by their peoples, cannot proceed normally 
under the shadow of threats and conspiracies against it, of direct inter- 
vention in order to hinder it or of attacks on it from racist agents, 
particularly from South Africa.

coaste and the stockpiling of conventional and nuclear weapons in bases 
in the Indian Ocean or along the African coast.

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CLUB-WLELDING CONDEMNED AS ANTLREVOLUTLONARY ACT 
Tehran MARDOM in Persian 18 Feb 81 pp li, 2 


{Text) This is not the first time that club-wielding is the sub- 
ject of discussion among the people and the prese and has attrac- 
ted the attention of our informed revolutionary people. This 
time, it is the attack by club-wielders on the person of 
Ayatollah Lahuti and his lecture sessions that has once again 
attracted public attention. However, has thie subject ever been 
absent from our society, ever since the first spring of our free- 
dom? 


Notwithstanding our political views and those of Ayatollah Lahut!, 
we would like to once again warn, in principle, against its threat. 


Club-wielding has always been an instrument in the hands of the oppressive and ex- 
ploiting ruling cless, used to protect its oppressive class interests against 

the protesting public. Before calling on police and the army or torturing in in- 
stitutions and state prisons, they called on club-wielders in their effort to 
stiffle the voices of protest and bring about the silence of the cemetery. 


Club-wielding had always been an instrument in the hands of the big landlords, 
the exploiting feudals and oppressive ruling class and was always used as a “solu- 
tion" of social problems and a method for confronting popular dissatisfaction 

and vital demands. 


At the height of the power of the regime of the hated shah, the well-experienced 
and oppressive SAVAK institutions turned club-wielding into a well-organized 
government method for oppression. SAVAK, which had inheritted the club-wielding 
tradition from its predecessor, brought it to perfection and turned it into an 
institution in the government system of oppression. During the 20's and 30's 
[1940's and 1950's), the shah's court, and at the end of the shah's hated rule, 
club-wielding was used against freedom-fighters and all those who were opposed 
to the shah, his treacherous family and to Iran's ruinous policy. Club-wielders 
were an organized group next to the SAVAK to be sent into the field anytime it 
was found to be necessary by the SAVAK or when other government actions were found 
to be ineffective. 


It is not without any reason or incidental that in our revolutionary society and 
two years after the fall of the shah's regime and the dissolution of SAVAK, 
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anywhere club-wielding ia the subject, the name of SAVAK also pops up. It ia not 
because the regime of the Islamic Republic ia like the old oppressive regime, or 
that it resorts to the methods used by the SAVAK. The reason ia thatit is the 
SAVAK and members of the SAVAK who have been sent to the arena by the antirevolu- 
tionaries to fight, with their old methods, againat public demands. 


This ie a warning to the Islamic Republic. It ie a warning to our revolutionary 
government, that it is basically different from the former order and that the 
difference should be made felt in every aspect of the society. 





Today, Ayatollah Lahuti ie the target of the club-wielders. Yesterday, offices 

of the Islamic Republic Party had not been spared from their attacks. The day be- 
fore yesterday, meetings of the supporters of the President had tasted the attack 
of the club-wielders. Before that meetings of the Tudeh Party of Iran, our branches 
and distributors of our publications were the targets. 


At the very same time, and also later on, meetings of the Cherikha-ye Feda'i-ye 
Khalq-e [ran Organization, along with their publications and bookshops became tar- 
gets of the club-wielders. 


All these were not incidental but calculated. Club-wielding tactics could not have 
been directed first at the Ayatollahs. It could not have made a party such as that 
of the Islamic Republic its target. it could not have turned against the supporters 
of the President. To do all these, it was necessary to first lay the groundwork 
and prepare. Preparations began on | May 1979 (11 Ordibehest 58), when the first 
attack of club-wielders against meetings of workers and toilers and of the suppor- 
ters of the Tudeh Party occured, and up to 30 Tir [21 July 80], when club-wielders 
(called “various people" by the officials), "conquered" and destroyed offices of 
the Central Committee of the Tudeh Party and the office of the MARDOM newspaper. 
The groundwork was being laid when, month after month, counterrevolutionary SAVAK 
agents, in the guise of Hezbollah Party members (God's Party], were dealing blows 
against the integrity of the Islamic Rebpulic of Iran, encouraged by the "leftists." 
They all were laying the groundwork. They were busy conquering new grounds and 
trenches. They were busy turning club-wielding into an institution once again 
which runs contrary to the goals of the Islamic Republic of Iran and its system 

of government. At that time, months would pass without any protest. Even though 
officials did not tolerate the action and would not give in to the destructive be- 
havior of the club-wielders, they did not take any decisive action to curb this 
beastly “creature” that was raising its head in our society. They closed their 
eyes thinking that only the leftists and the Tudeh Party members were going to be 
the victims. But events gradually took a different turn and we all realized that 
no one was safe from the evils of club-wielding. How could club-wielders, these 
followers of the methods of counterrevolutionaries and SAVAK agents, daredtto 
attack any Ayatollah two years ago? We, the Tudeh Party members, declared at that 
time that if measures were not taken to prevent these acts, it would soon be other 
people's turn. We warned repeatedly and condemned club-wielding in pages of 
MARDOM. We warned of the dangers involved and predicted the consequences, if 
necessary measures were not taken. Now that once again the revolution and the 
Islamic Republic of of iran are facing serious moments and are threatened by Ameri- 
can conspiracies, unfortunately, we see that club-wielders are in charge. 
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Thies tw not an accidental occurrence, on the contrary, it te part of a counterrev~ 
Olutionary plot. clubewlelding ie not only inhuman and terrifying and not an 
anewer to the country's problema and the opposition, it only prepares the ground 
for the establishment of the antirevolutionary "order." SAVAK agents are charged 
to step in and prepare the needed atmosphere. More than a year and a half ago we 
revealed, based on documents, the relationship between SAVAK agents and club- 
wielders. Unfortunately, neither SAVAK agents were taken into custody nor was an 
atmosphere created in which they could not operate. In fact, there is no conflict 
between these groups. What is happening in the country is not done by different 
factions of wielders, but by the antirevolutionaries who are trying to turn club- 
wielding into a method for the “solution” of the society's problems and make it 
into a political and ideological struggle. 


Club-wielding must be condemned and rooted out in order to immobilize antirevolu- 
tionary tactics and deprive ite initiative. Club-wielding must be decisively 
stamped out because continuation of the republican way of life and the new order 
of our popular revolution is at stake. 


Events of recent weeks must have proven that those who thought and still believe 
that club-wielding was only directed at certain groups were wrong. It is against 
the rule of law, the revolution and our popular democratic government. Club- 
wielding is an antirevolutionary SAVAK method which will effect everyone. If it 
was ignored in the past when our party was its major target, there could be no 
doubt now that club-wielding, no matter under what name and banner, is antirevolu- 
tionary. There is little doubt that they are either SAVAK agents with new organi- 
zation, or trained by them, using their methods in an effort to overthrow the 
revolution. 


There are also, unfortunately, a number of individuals who, unwittingly, fall into 
the trap which SAVAK agents and counterrevolutionaries have prepared for them. 
There may also be certain individuals among club-wielders who genuinely believe 
that they are trying to serve Islam and the acause of freedom. They, too, are 
victims of deceit and are only tools in the hands of SAVAK agents and counterrevo- 
lutionartes. 


in the struggle of the antirevolutionaries against the Islamic revolution of Lran, 
the "good-will" of these individuals, unimportant as it may seem, becomes an 
effective weapon with wide-ranging consequences against the atmosphere of the rev- 
olution and the enthusiasm and deep conviction of the people. 


We should not allow SAVAK agents and their methods to run the show in our revolu- 
tionary society. We must decisively curb the activities of antirevolutionary 
c lub-wielding.

NEW U.S. ADMINISTRATION'S ATTITUDE TOWARD ARABS CRITICIZED

[Text] Ever since Britain and America cooperated with the zionist movement in 
the establishment of Israel in Palestine, and ever since that state was planted 
on Arab soil 33 years ago, America has continuously provided Israel with all the 
necessities of life and encouraged her to expand whenever possible. 


Britain, having emerged from World War II a losing and exhausted nation, no longer 
had any influence on international politics, particularly in the Middle East. 


As to America, power and the love of imposing its domination over the nations 

of the world blinded it, so that it could no longer see what was right from 
wrong. Thus, America strayed from the correct path, the path of justice 

and freedom for all peoples which America had previously followed. Instead, 
America pursued a course of evil, disregarded human principles and supported the 
state of aggression and crime against the Palestinian people and the Arab nation. 


Here are some of the positions taken by the new American Administration this 
month: 


l--It opposed and resisted the resolution adopted by the Human Rights Commission 
of the UN during its meeting in Geneva this month to condemn (and consider 
void) Israel's declaration of Jerusalem as its capital. America's position in 
this regard was supported by only two of its followers: Australia and Canada. 


2--A few days ago, president Reagan sent a cable to the Israeli Prime Minister, 
in which he said (according to the newspapers) that "Israel's security continues 
to be our main concern," that all freedom-loving nations should unite to put 

an end to the terrorism and chaos which threaten the world, that Israel and the 
U.S. should coordinate their efforts towards this end, and that peace would 
bring security for all peoples of the Middle East. 


It is ironic that such statements should be made by the president of a superpower 
who tries to stage his love of peace show while his land, sea and air forces roam 
the Lands and seas of the world to terrify and intimidate whoever is not 














submissive, At the same time, his friend, the Israeli Prime Minister, conti ov ces 
to wage his native brand of terroriem., He sends his soldiers to kill and d\-p.ace 
the Palestinians in Lebanon and within the land of Palestine itself, blowing up 
homes over their occupants. 


3--The third and most shameful situation has been the submission of the American 
judicial system to the American administration as reflected by the Federal Court 
of Appeals decision to deliver the youth Ziyad Abu ‘Ayn, who is in an American 
prison, to Israel where he will be subjected to the most horrible torture and 
terror. The judges of the court of Appeals said in their decision that they did 
not want America to become a shelter for political refugees! 


The fact that such a decision was mady by judges, who are supposed to be impartial 
and just in applying the law to all people, represents a shameful blemish on the 
integrity of the American judiciary. This is particularly so, because of the 
long-standing international practice of not extraditing political criminals. 
Civilized nations regard the sheltering by a country of the enemies of an 
oppressive regime in another as an act of defense of the freedom of people. In 
addition, the decision of the three [American] judges ignores and is in conflict 
with the U.N. and the Human Rights Commission's condemnation of Israel for its 
violations of civil liberties and for its being a racial and terrorist state. 


How can the decision to extradite Ziyad Abu ‘Ayn be reconciled with the freedom 
and justice advocated by America? How can these judges decide to hand over an 
individual who resisted oppression, terrorism and occupation to the very state 
which practices oppression, terrorism and disregard for human principles? 


The initial approach of the new regime in the U.S. to dealing with the Arab world 
is inauspicious. In fact, it almost dispels all hope that American officials 

will alter their defense of injustice through their continued support of zionism 
and of Israel, the aggressor, and their opposition to clear Arab rights. Will 

the Arabs realize this? Will the Americans ever return to the course of righteous- 
ness and justice?

[Text] Dear spectators, good evening. Congratulations to you all for the 
return of Hisham al-Muhaysin, At 1730 today, Thursday, 16 April 1981, the 
authorities of the factional regime in Syria released Jordanian charge 


d'affaires Hisham al-Muhaysin at the Jordanian-Syrian border point near 
Al-Ramtha. 


Al-Muhaysin and his Lebanese maid were abducted from the Jordanian Embassy 
building tn Beirut after midnight on 6 February by an armed group belonging 
to a terrorist organization formed by Col Rif'at al-Asad, commander of the 
defense squads in the ruling factional regime in Syria, in the Al-Hirmi! 
area in order to be one of the arms he is using on Lebanese soil in acts of 
sabotage and smuggling, in various forms of murder, abduction, looting and 
torture and in other violations of law and values and in breaches against 
human cignity. It will be recalled that a Lebanese policeman and a 
Jordanian soldier fell victim to this criminal act. Furthermore, another 
soldier was seriously wounded and permanently handicapped. 


Al-Muhaysin's detention passed through two stages: The first stage was 
shrouded with secrecy in which the Syrian authorities denied their responsi- 
bility for the abduction, kept the purpose of the abduction a secret and 
concealed his place of detention, The secret stage of the detention lasted 
68 days and :nded on 14 April 1981 when the terrorist organization of the 
defense squads announced that he was in Shtawrah, Lebanon. Then, the second 
stage, the public phase, began and lasted 3 days. At the beginning of this 
stage, the Syrian deterrent forces transported Hisham al-Muhaye'n to 
Damascus instead of handing him over to the legitimate Lebanese authorities 
to which he is accredited in his diplomatic capacity. During this public 
stage, the Syrian authorities blatantly blackmailed the Jordanian charge 
d'affaires, as a payment for his release, in the form of interviews and 
statements meant to alleviate the ugliness of the terrorist image of the 
sectarian factional regime ruling in Syria. 


Foreign Minister Marwan al-Qasim was in al-Ramtha to welcome Hisham al-—Muhaysin 
when he was released. [shouts in the background welcoming Al-Muhaysin] 
welcoming the returnee, Al-Qasim said: 
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[Begin videotape recording) (words indistinct] we now hope that you will be 
given a chance to reat in order to overcome this inhuman, immoral and abnormal 
condition that was imposed on you in the past few months, We wish you to

| am equally pleased to return so that I may modest] contribute to the 
service of my country. I am as pleased to breathe the air of my country and 
meet my family, wife and child as I am to return to my job and to modestly

Answering questions by reporters, Hisham al-Muhaysin said: [begin videotape 
recording] 


{Question by unidentified speaker] Why didn't you [word indistinct] your 
post in Beirut? 


{[Al-Muhaysin] I was not my own master. My place of detention was in the 
Al-Hirmil Mountains and I was handed over to the Arab deterrent forces. I 
was not my own master. The procession moved toward Damascus. 


[Question] That is, after you were handed over [question interrupted] 


(\Al-Muhaysin] An Arab deterrent officer took me, I was told that the Beirut 
road was closed due to incidents and firing and that my life was in danger.

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STATISTICS OF ARRIVALS IN JORDAN IN 1980 REVIEWED 
Amman AL=DUSTUR in Arabic 26 Feb 81 p 6 


[Text] Data published by the vital statistics and travel unit of the General 
Statistics Administration indicate that 2,357,663 people of various nationalities 
entered Jordan in 1980 as compared to 2,053,374 people in 1979. 


An official of the General Statistics Administration reported that the number 
of people entering Jordan, classified according to nationalities, was as follows: 
722,000 Jordanians, 1,125,000 Arab nationals, and 511,000 foreign nationals. 


Comparison of 1980 with 1979 figures reveals that the number of Jordanians 
arriving in the country in 1980 decreased by 2 percent while the number of 
arriving Arab nationals increased by 4.6 percent and arriving foreign nationals 
increased by 12 percent. 


The data indicate a large increase in the number of arrivals from Iraq, namely 
114,183 in 1980 compared to 28,968 in 1979--an increase of 294 percent. 


Arrivals from the Arab Republic of Egypt increased by 37 percent from 243,702 in 
1979 to 334,647 in 1980. 


Arrivals from Saudi Arabia increased by 30 percent from 114,837 in 1979 to 
149,522 in 1980. Arrivals from the Republic of Syria decreased by 21 percent 
from 511,053 in 1979 to 423,042 in 1980. 


Arrivais from Prance, Italy, West Germany, and the U.S. showed a noticeable 
increase. Arriving French citizens totaled 16,620 people in 1980 as compared to 
8,977 people in 1979--an increase of 85 percent, Arriving Italian citizens 
numbered 16,282 in 1980 as compared to 6,783 in 1979--an increase of 140 percent. 
There were 26,575 arrivals of West German citizens in 1980 as compared to 

19,966 in 1979--an increase of 33 percent. 


Arrivals from the U.S. totaled 65,930 in 1980 as compared to 55,929 in 1979--an 
increase of 18 percent. 


The distribution of arrivals of all nationalities by point of entry was as 
follows: 
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Ale-Rawtha 32 percent, Amman airport 24 percent, al-Mudawwarah 13 percent, 
(al-Ajfur) 12 percent, (al-'Umari) 10 percent, (al-Jusur) 5 percent, and all 
other points 4 percent. 


It is noteworthy that data on arrivale of foreign citizens are a major factor 
in estimating expenses to accommodate foreign tourists as well as income from 
touriem which amounted to 133 million dinare in 1979.

AGREEMENTS WITH IRAQ=-Amman--Dr Salim al-Luzi, the under secretary of state for 
agriculture, returned yesterday after a three day visit to Iraq during which he 
agreed with officials of the Lraqi Ministry of Agriculture on the export of 5,000 
tons of oranges to Iraq within the next three months.

MEASURES AGAINST ILLEGAL RESIDENTS--Kuwait, 13 Apr (KUNA)--The Kuwaiti

PROBLEMS OF DOMESTIC POLITICS, SARKIS' FUTURE SCRUTINIZED 
Paris AL-MUSTAQBAL in Arabic 21 Feb 81 pp 24, 25 


(Article by Ghassan Bayram: "Sarkis; No Renewal and No Extension -- I Am ™p - 
tiently Awaiting the End of My Term"/ 


Text/ President Ilyas Sarkis has said that the notion of extending his term for 
years absolutely does not enter into consideration, as far as he is concerned, 
and that he is counting the remaining months of his constitutional term, which wil] 
end next year, 1982, when he will return to his home and hand the trusteeship over 

to his successor with a conscience at rest. 


This statement by the president was quoted directly from him by one of his very 
close friends, who said that it is unjust to accuse President Sarkis of trying to 
extend his term in exploitation of the circumstances the country is going through, 
because the opposite is the truth. The president, as he has said personally, is 
impatiently waiting the end of his term, to which he does not want to add a day, 
let alone a year or two. 


The president's statement comes in the midst of political movements and maneuvers 
which have gradually started to put the country in the atmosphere of the coming 
presidential campaign and the preparations now starting to elect a new president 
to succeed President Sarkis. On the fringes of this heavily-charged atmosphere, 
political salons in Beirut have started to rumble with talk about a tendency to 
renew or extend President Sarkis' tenure for 2 years to avert the possibility 
that the election date will arrive without it being possible to elect a new presi- 
dent and having the country fall into a constitutional void which will constitute 
the penultimate stage in the collapse of the country, with all the elements for 
its existence. 


Some political forces which are in opposition to and against the regime are trying 
to give some indications and evidence that the process of "cooking a deal" to re- 
new or extend the term has actually started. In this realm, political bodies 

have gone so far as to say, with much confidence and assertiveness, that in the 
events of “Ayn al-Rummanah there is no interpretation that can justify the govern- 
ment's position, except that it is one of the big political invoices which the 
regime has paid from its account in order to guarantee support in the future for 
extending the term, especially from the Phalange Party, which has acquired total 
political hegemony of the Lebanese front and has become its military backbone." 
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Perhaps the complicated political and military circumstances in which Lebanon is 
living make talk about the extension of the president's term an issue in which 
views exist, regardless of whether President Sarkis personally wants an extension 
and accepts it, whether there are people who are taking charge of preparing for 
and working toward this end, or whether the opposite is correct. 


The concern which has been the source of real anxiety for a long time is that 

when President Sarkis' term ends, the republic will end with it, or that when the 

time comes to elect a new president, the republic will no longer be in existence. 

There is another fear, that the period for electing the new president will arrive 

as the country is going through a state where it is impossible to elect a new pre- 
Sident for all of Lebanon, 


There are many elements which justify these fears, give evidence for them, and 
call for action starting now to avert them in order to prevent a fall into a 
vacuum, the collapse of the government and the fall of the republic. 


The first of these elements is that no one can predict an imminent partial or 
total solution to the Lebanese problem, In fact, the picture fixed in people's 
minds is gloomy and vision is lacking. Foremost among the people sharing this 
belief is the president himself, who says that he has not yet seen a glimmer of 
hope. 


The second of these elements is that the Lebanese crisis’ connection with the Mid- 

die East crisis is increasing every day, and all the evidence stresses that without 
the attainment of an international and Arab reconciliation in the region's crisis, 

there is no hope of a possibility of attaining a Lebanese reconciliation which 

will solve the crisis of Lebanon. 


The third element is that of the plot which is said to be underway against Lebanon 
means that this country will remain in its sick condition, which will cause it 
permanently to remain in an intensive care ward waiting a solution for the crisis 
of the region, that means that the destiny of Lebanon the country and the entity 
is still unknown. 


This is in fact what is making the president, who has not knocked on any door with- 
out finding it closed, permanently anxious and afraid, as his friends say, and im- 
patiently awaiting the day in which his term will end, so that he can hand the 
country over to his successor in its present state, if he cannot hand it over to 
him in better shape than it is in now. 


Conditions of the Future President 


In order to dispel the fear that President Sarkis will be the last president of a 
united Lebanon whose regional internationally-recognized borders from the ai-Kabir 
River in the north to al-Naqurah in the south are known, some bodies known for 
their connection to the regime consider that coming up with the election of a new 
president for all of Lebanon will presume a minimum of the following premises as 
people in the know view them:

First, that the Lebanese situation, in spite of the tragic pictures it contains, 
remain in its present state, frozen until the date for electing a new president 
comes provided that developments do not occur which will increase the deterioration, 
fregmentation and breakdown of this situation -- if some forms of relief to improve 
the situation and impart some positive aspects to it do not occur. 


Second, people in the know Say that it is nme essary to provide the seme premises 
which led to the establishment of a formula for electing President Ilyas in 
late 1976, 


This formula is based on the acquisition of mutual understanding or reconciliation 
between Syria and the Phalange Party over the identity of the new president to be 
chosen-if the political balance of power existing at present continues as it is 
next year and no other powers enter the line. If we go back farther, people in the 
know add, one must add the establishment of an American-Soviet detente reflected 

in forces active on the Lebanese stage which revolve in the orbits of the two 
superpowers, to Say the least. 


President Sarkis, and the people on his side seem to be more convinced of this 
view and to have greater belief in the need to achieve a Syrian-Phalangist 
reconciliation which will boring about mutual understanding over the identity of 
the new president among the parties and instruments in the struggle. Without such 
an agreement, the new president will be the president of a staal group, and that 
will cause the other group to respond to the challenge by electing its own 
president. 


it is this notion, specifically, which leads to the idea that giving President 
Sarkis an extension will be the only way out of two serious dilemmas one, ending 
up ina state of inability to elect a new president and falling into a void, and 
the other, electing more than one president for the single Lebanese Republic. 


in facing the two situations, or dilemmas, of this type, many Lebanese, Arab and 
even internationa| forces will summon one another to support the notion of an 
extension, proceed with it, and convince the president of it, if he demonstrates 
any sort of rejection or hestance in agreeing. 


Therefore, when the regime decided to conduct official discussions with Damascus 
in order to deal with some aspects of the Lebanese crisis, it considered that 
mediating between the Syrian capital and the Phalange Party in order to restore 
mutual understanding and reconciliation between them was one of ‘the basic matters 
that had to be accomplished in this stage as a preparatory step along the road 

to a propitious climate for the two parties to agree on a candidate for the 
presidency. 


It is said that Foreigh Misister Fu'ad Butrus brought up with Syrian officials 
the issue of the relationship with the Phalange Party and the need to clear the 
air between them. 





However, there are people who have asserted that the foreigh minister did not go 
into details on the subject and left the matter to President Llyas Sarkis so that 
he coulu immerse himself in all its details in his expected meeting with the Syrian 
president, Hafiz al-Asad, 


It is no longer & secret that the government was surprised to see that there were 
people who had anticipated it in striving to clear the air in relations between 
Syria and the Phalange and in starting to build new bridges for contact, dialogue 
and coordination, and that the lawyer Karim Baqraduni, member of the Political 
Bureau of the Phalange Party, who has assumed the task of drawing up his party's 
relations with Damascus since the beginning, 1s ready and waiting for the proper 
time to go to the Syrian capital and meet with officials there to that end.

These government approaches have started to meet with violent political opposition 
from the other party to the game of conflict the party represented by the national 
movement and some Islamic leaders who are in agreement, in varying degrees, over 


specific positions with such Christian Leaders as former president Sulayman Franjiyah 
and Dean Raymond Iddah, who is still hesitant over, indeed rejects, the efforts being 
made to induce him to return to Beirut and join in a broad national front. 


The statement the Political Council of the National Movement issued contains a 
violent attack against the regime's positions and what it has described as mani- 
festations of deviation in the authorities’ platform. It declares that the most 
serious of these manifestations is embodied today in the method of individual 
irresponsible rule which does not apply to constitutional principles and pari iamen- 
tary democratic traditions and which the president is in practice exercising as 

the prime minister relinquishes his natural role. 


The statement asserted that the National Movement, contrary to what the authorities 
allege, does not aim at laying obstacles in the way of a meeting between Presidents 
al-Asad and Sarkis, because foremost among its concerns is the concern that Lebanese 
Syrian relations outside their proper official context and actually severing them 
from their roots, which lie in the nature of the domestic Lebanese situation. 
There is nothing that one might call a Syrian-Phalange reconciliation, because the 
only reconciliation which the National Movement agrees to discuss which Syria is 
striving for, as it has declared many times is Lebanese-Lebanese reconciliation. 

It is on the basis of this reconciliation that it is possible that Lebanese-Syrian 
and Lebanese-Palestinian relations, the former party to which are the Lebanese 
authorities and no one else, may rise up, and so forth. 


This might be the first time in which a National Movement statement has addressed 
itself to what it calls the Syrian-Phalangist reconciliation. Whatever the motives 
might be for an active political body considered the main ally of Syria and the 
Palestinian resistance on the Lebanese stage openly to present this issue, this 
position has ultimately in these circumstances specifically, come to possess a 

major, basic goal, which is to cause the failure and collapse of the effect of what 
are called the schemes the regime is trying to advance to create objective conditions 
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for the framework from which the elections for the presidency must not depart -- 
a framework which will mean that giving President Sarkis an extension is the only 
alternative to the impossibility of arriving at a Syrian-Phalange understanding on 
the identity and specifications of the new president which the legitimate author- 
ities will accept. 


This is also the objective of the political movement which former Premier Rashid 
Karami has rushed toward under the slogan of working to attain unity of ranks and 
objectives among the forces which are in agreement on one position, in the context 
of what is known as 4 national front to constitute the Christian cover for which a 


concentrated effort is being made to convince Dean Raymond Iddah to return to 
Lebanon, to join with former president Sulayman Franjiyvah. 


People operating in the “kitchens' of Lebanese politics see no explanation for 
Kashid Karami's movements and the goal in establishing a national front 
containing big, effective political forces, except an effort, in the first place, 
to: 


First, prevent the consummation of an extension of President Ilyas Sarkia' term. 
It is charged that the regime is fabricating political circumstances and positions 
and is trying to create formulas which will make an extension a necessity, a way 
out of a dangerous dilemma, 


Second, to play the major part in selecting the new president or at least exert 
pressure domestically to oppose any candidate to the presidency whose personal or 
political characteristics wil! determine ruling for understanding with the Phalange. 


What there is no doubt about is that this early venture to open the presidentia! 
campaign, whatever its premises might be, will further paralyze the regime's 
ability to move in any direction to create temporary remedies and solutions to 
the Lebanese crisis, now that the regime as as a whole has become the target and 
any movement it makes will be viewed in terms of the presidential campaign. 


Observers consider that the more this political confrontation increases between 
the regime (represented by the president) and the other political forces opposed 

to him. (the Lebanese Front under the leadership of the Phalange, and others) 

the more the likelihood increases of the elimination of the current cabinet and 

its premier, Shafiaq al-Wazzan, who might pay through his presence as head of the 
cabinet the price for this struggle, whose 1 ines between the regime, and the orien- 
tations it has, and the other forces which have opposite orientations, have become 
clear 


Premier al-Wazzan is now being accused of letting his role be restricted to 
guaranteeing an Islamic facade for the president's policies in various levels and 
directions. 


Proceeding from this conviction, which is prevalent among the National Front group 
and some Isiamic leaders (whose position Rashid Karami is now Expressing) 


the direction which these forces have started moving is one of bringing the present 





cabinet term to a close in order to eliminate its premier anu to try to strive to 
bring in a new premier who, with President Sarkis, will fill out the remaining 
period of his term and at the same time be a real partner in all the political 
decisions he adopts, in order to frustrate his continued monopolization of the 
drawing up and the setting out of the context of the circumstances in which the 
election of the new president must take place.

Text/ The head of the Palestine Liberation Organization, Yasir ‘Arafat, has 
blessed the attempt made to establish a broad national front in Lebanon. He 
has described this action as a national achievement, not just in the interests 
of Lebanon but also in the interests of the Arab region. 





This declared Palestinian blessing occurred in a “carefully studied" statement 
which the Palestinian leader made after a meeting he held in the home of Mr Muhsin 
Ibrahim, secretary general of the Central Political Counci] of the National Move- 
ment and secretary general of the Commnist Action Organization, which involved 
them and a number of Palestinain leaders, including Abu lyad, Abu Jihad, Abu 
Salih, and Majid Abu Sharar, members of the Central Committee of the FATH organi- 
zation, as well as some members of the Political Bureau of the Communist Action 
Organization. 


In this statement he made, Abu ‘Anmar summed up by saying "In the name of my bro- 
thers in the Palestinian revolution, I hope that the brothers in the National Move- 
ment will succeed in their new effort to establish a broad national front to cope 
with challenges. We in the quadrilateral higher coordinating committee express 
high appreciation for this step and will devote al) our resources to making this 
national domestic step, which is important not only for Lebanon but also for the 
whole Arab region, a success.” 


The higher coordinating committee includes representatives from Syria, the Pales- 
tininan resistance, the National Movement and the AMAL movement. It meets peri- 
odically and its task is to work constantly for coordination among these parties 
on the Lebanese stage in various security and general political fields, as wel) 

as trying on every suitable occasion to take steps to prevent any contradictions 
which might emerge among these parties in the daily tactical practices which occur. 


Apart from the state of affairs or wisdom which prompted Abu ‘Ammar to declare 
Support for and bless the establishment of the broad national front, this state- 
ment of his was intended to give momentum to the genesis of this front and to give 
its activity in the future a political dimension, now that the leaders of the 





Maronite Lebanese Front have been given an excuse to harp on the statement that 
the formation and unleashing of the broad front occurred as a result of a Syrian- 
Palestinian decision necessitated by the nature of facing the coming stage, with 
all its political and security requirements in their Lebanese and Arab dimene 
S1ONS == not to speak of their Isreali ones. 


If it is difficult now to specify the size and scope of requirements and needs 

in the coming stage from the Palestinian-Syrian viewpoint, some Lebanese pol iti- 
Cians and officials, in viewing the goals of this broad front, do not want to 
look beyond preparations for the Lebanese presidential compaign, and are starting, 
as of now, in an organized fashion, to embard on a confrontation with the plat- 
form of President Ilyas Sarkis' regime and his method of dealing with situations. 


The insistence by the people holding this opinion on emphasizing the correctness 

of their conceptions of these goals and the tasks of the broad front makes them 

more insistent on ruling out the fact that the goal in forming the broad front 

which contains the forces of the Lebanese left essentially included in the National 
Movement as well as other Christian and Moslem currents led by former President Sulayman 
Franjiyah and Rashid Karami is to act to cope with Lebanese Front's plans to achieve 
reconciliation, because now is not the time for a political dialogue on formulation 
of reconciliation: the time for true reconciliation has not yet occurred. 


Proceeding from this notion and belief, the people in power and the government are 
certain now that the broad front, with all the forces it will contain, will be « 
front for confrontation, not dialogue. 


Observers who are closely following the constant escalation of violent political 
attacks which are taking place almost every day against the regime of President 
Ilyas Sarkis and his premier Shafiq al-Wazzan, led by the symbols and heads of 
this broad front are continuing to take it for granted that this is correct. The 
start of the orientations of a front aimed at dialogue and reconciliation would 
not act like this even before its official birth. 


Nor co these observers see in these political attacks against the people in 
power and their platform anything but a beginning. Indeed, as they say, it 
is the start of the rainstorm, because what will pour down after it will be 
something else. The deputy Kazim ai-Khalil, who is well known for his firm 
personal relationship with former President Camille Chamoun, gave witness to 
that in the wake of the lengthy meeting he held with the godfather of the 
broad tront, tormer Premier Rashid Karami. 


Aiter that meeting, Deputy al-Khalil met with former President Camiiie Chamoun 


and told him, "They are talking about a plan to bring down President Liyas 
Sarkis before the end of his term.” Al-Khalil notified former President 
Chamoun that tormer Premier Karami had raised the issue of bringing President 
irkis down from the standpoint of the responsibility the president bears 
r brineineg the uuntry to this wretched state, the fact that his positions, 
gram and means of dealing with conditions have obstructed and still are 
obstructing all etforts to reach a soiution to the Lebanese crisis, and the 
tact tuat the only wav to emerge from this tribulation is to elect a new 
President on the basis of principles and not a specific national as soon as 
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aleKhalil told Chamoun that former Premier Karami had broached "cooperation 
with you (that is, with Chamoun) to bring President Sarkis down on grounds 
that you, Former President Franjiyah and others are in agreement on a single 
position against the president personally." 


There is no doubt that former President Chamoun was overjoyed that there are 
ereat political powers which are still seeking his affection and want him to 
participate with them in major political roles, This in itself greatly 
uplifte former President Chamoun's political morale, which had once sunk to 
the point of retrogression following the blow he had received from his ally 
the Phalange Party, which resulted in the liquidation of the military wing 
vt the party he heads, the Liberal Nationalist Party. However, at the same 
Lime, former President Chamoun is not in a situation that gives him the 
treedom to move to a point where he can quickly turn 180 degrees from the 
far right to the far left. He is still like a man walking on eggs, and his 
positions are tied to many critical Lebanese and Arab considerations. 


In any event, only a tew days went by before talk about a campaign against 
the presence of the president became the focus of anticipated political 
activities and movements, especially once widely informed sources had pointed 
out that the plan which former President Sulayman Franjiyah was saying he had 
for solving the crisis was only a plan to bring down the president, although 
that was in total contradiction with the old whispered rumor some circles 

had long been repeating about the existence of a plan to re-elect former 
President Franjivah president. 


In order for it to be possible to elect former President Franjiyah to the 
lebanese presidency in accordance with the provisions of the constitution, 
6 full vears are to elapse since his tenure, President Ilyas Sarkis must 
complete his term in the presidency, which is also of 6 years duration. 


lf it as really truethat there is a plan to elect former President Franjiyah 
4 second time, that absolutely negates the existence of a plan to bring down 
President Sarkis before the end of his term--unless it is intended to amend 
the constitution to transcent the 6-year period. This certainly must be 
ruled out. One should point to an incident which occurred in the home of 
former President Rashid Karami a few days ago when someone told him “It appears, 
honorable premier, that the government is thinking of permanently blocking 
the possibility of electing former President Franjiyah. There are people 
who say there is talk that President Sarkis will resort to resigning 6 months 
before his term ends in order to close the way off to former President 
Franjivah's election." 


Rashid Effendi laughed and made a statement in which he mixed jest with 
seriousness to the point where it was no longer possible to determine if 

he was expressing the truth or the opposite. The gist of his answer was 
"if they want to resort to the constitution to inflict harm on people, it 
is possible to amend the constitution to eliminate this harm, and there is 
nothing there to prevent the constitution to eliminate this harm, and there 
is nothing there to prevent the constitution from being amended once in a 
way which will make it possible to transcent the 6-year period in the case 
of former President Franjiyah." 
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A tew days ago | was on a visit to former President Franjiyah at his home 
in Zagharta, At the dinner table, tormer President Franjivah began with the 
atatemen’ being made about a plan to bring him back to the presidency. 


Former President Franjiyah smiled and told me, "This is a cup we have drunk from 
and whose bitterness and sweetness we have tasted, Let others try it and learn 
what it Castes like, As for us, the etory is no longer at issue with us,” 


[ replied by saying "But the campaign for the presidency has started and a lot 
of talk has started about candidates of whom you are one, and about the 
poseibilities which are being anticipated in this context, at a time wher 

some people are wondering when will we get to the date for electing a 
president if the republic will still exist." 


former President Franjiyah answered with a statement wiich was full of 
confidence in the people: "My dear friend: 


[ can stress to you that the campaign to elect a president, and serious talk 
about it, will not start in practice until 6 months before the date for 
electing the president. 


"Second, why are you giving the republic up for lost? The republic still 
remains, and the president who gets elected will ultimately be only a 
president of all Lebanon." 


Most likely what former President Franjiyah has said here is what is correct. 
Some people's beliefs to the contrary do not go beyond the framework of a 
game of maneuvers, counter-maneuvers, a tug of war, pressure on nerves and 
the biting of fingers. 


A prominent political personality says. "It is now known why, where, and how this 
devastating campaign against the president and premier has started but what no one 
can know, or even predict, is where we will go. These points remain contingent on 
many circumstances and factors which assure numerous forms, among them Lebanese- 
Lebanese ones, Lebanese-Arab ones, Lebanese-Palestinian ones, and Lebanese-Amer- 
ican and international ones most importantly, specifically, Lebanese-Syrian ones 
and future relations between the people in power in both countries." 


This personality goes on to say, “What is well known, up to this moment, is that 
these movements and this internal political war will result in the genesis of a 
broed national front. However, as a consequence, this will be one manifestation 

of the process of culling forces throughout the whole Arab region, and it natura! 
that it will be followed by a final culling of forces on the Lebanese stage, as a 
natural reflection of what is going on in the region. In addition, the culling 
process which the area is experiencing now has been accompanied by security tensions 
and military confrontations.

VARIOUS CONTACTS BETWEEN GOVERNMENT, NEW U.S, ADMINISTRATION REVEALED

ast Crisis To Be Transmitted by Sarkis to Reagan Next Summer"/ 

Text/ Lebanese-American contacts, in the era of the new president of the United 
tates of America, Ronald Reagan, are proceeding along a number of paths - in 
order, however, to arrive at a single goal, which is to create a final, radical 
change in the American strategy set out in the past by former American Secretary 
of State Dr Henry Kissinger, which was aimed at solving the Middle East crisis at 
the expense of the identity, sovereignty and people of Lebanon. 


In the era of the former American administration, that is, that of President Carter, 
constantly concentrated on not presenting any movement in the context of the Leban- 
ese crisis. Its emissaries, spokesmen and spear carriers, on the regional and in- 
ternational levels, concentrated at every occasion on requesting official Lebanon, 
especially the regime, to paralize itself and not move “because the time for the 
issue of your country, Lebanon, has not yet come. Let us act silently, since that 
has no relationship to you, so that the brew can ripen." 


The result of all these efforts was the brew of the Camp David agreements, which 
Lebanese circles considered a “brew of nails," since it sanctified the solution 
Secretary Henry Kissinyer's administration had approved in the past, that is, a 
solution to the issue of the Middle East at the expense of the issue of Lebanon. 


Whatever has been said about the Camp David agreements, they did not mention any- 
thing about the destiny of the Palestinians who are temporarily living in Lebanon, 
in addition to the Palestinians in other Arab countries, following autonomy (if 
it is realized). These agreements also finally sanctified the preservation of the 
Palestinian presence in Lebanon forever, in spite of opposition by Lebanon and 
the Palestinians both to this “settling process," which the people who set out 
Camp David hoped for, at the expense of Lebanon and the Palestinians together. 

All the slogans which the Lebanese president Ilyas Sarkis raised in his recent 
speeches regarding the opposition, and stressing the rejection, by Lebanese to 
the principle of settling the Palestinians in Lebanon arose from the Lebanese 
party's feeling which was based on well known tangible facts that were almost 
assured, that the international efforts made had been to have Lebanon and others 
accept the settlement of the Palestinians on Lebanese territory and bring down 
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the curtain on the first act of the solution to the Middle East crisis, despite 
the Palestinians’ insistence on rejecting any solution aimed at exiling them from 
their country, Palestine specifically. 


In the latter half of the term of the former American president, it seemed to the 
Lebanese party that the American administration really had started to become 

aware of the risk of solving the problem of one people at the expense of another 
people. As well as the fact that the Lebanese and Palestinian people were both 
intensely refusing to resort to such a solution, “reached by haggling,” there is 
political, offical and international opinion which thinks the same way and has be- 
come totally convinced that human and international needs make it mandatory to 
Spearate the issue of Lebanon from the Middle East crisis and refuse to permit 

the growth of a new issue for another people, following the solution of the Middle 
East crisis. 


In the forefront of the people holding this view today comes the group of Luropean 
countries which have begun claiming that it is necessary to establish a Palestinian 
state to which all the Palestinians living in Arab countries at the present time, 
foremost among them, naturally, Lebanon, will go. 


The information the Lebanese party possesses today has it that the new Curopean 
initiative to solve the Middle East crisis has adopted this point of view and is 
waiting for views from America and the new American president's administration, so 
that it will be fit to announce it. 


In any event, contacts between Washington and Beirut have been constant since prior 
to the latest American elections and President's Reagan's victory. The Lebanese 
communities and their strong links in the rest of the United States played a pro- 
minent part in the electoral context and the "give and take" with President Rea- 
gen's electroal machinery. Through these contacts, which are continuing today, 
following the advent of Reagan to the White House, features of a new form of 
American-Lebanese relationship and that of the American adminstration's view of 

the state of affairs in Lebanon, what this country has been suffering from for 

more than 5 years, and the real causes of this suffering have begun to limn them- 
selves on the hor ‘zon. 


The features of this picture have become prominent through the quiet, long-range 
dialogue underway now between Beirut and the American capital, devoid of noise 
remote from the lights. While two senior emissaries from President Reagan's ad- 
ninistration visited Beirut secretly, individually, in stages, and met with more 
than one senior Lebanese official, and while an emissary of President Sarkis’ also 
visited Washington twice in the last 2 months, these four reciprocal visits have 
remained secret and have been away from the lights, and journalists and diplomats 
have not known of them. 


The conviction of the Lebanese administration in Beirut today is that the new 
American administration which is headed by President Reagan views the state of 
affairs in Lebanon differently from the way the former administration of President 
Carter did. These people also say that the new administration in Washington is 
orientated toward pursuing direct official contacts with the legitimate authorities 
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in Lebanon aS soon as the contacts it is quietly making with a number of parties 
on the Lebanese stage have ended. These contacts can take place in two ways: 

by sending an official American government emissary to Beirut or by sending 
President Sarkis an invitation to visit Washington. 


Regarding the former possibility, sending an American emissary, that has happened 
twice im secret. Regarding the latter possibility, the Lebanese president has 

not opposed the idea of going to the American capital to explain the real nature 

of the Lebanese situation to the men in the new American administration, especially 
President Reagan. According to informed sources, Sarkis' visit to Washington will 
take place at the end of next summer, when the Lebanese president goes to the United 
Nations to deliver a speech to its General Assembly, after visiting the White House 
ane holding discussions with the new American president and his administration. 


fowever, President Sarkis’ circles, which have welcomed proposals of this sort, 
insisted that it is necessary that such a visit be preceded by comprehensive pre- 
paration and study of the Lebanese file and a working paper containing the recom- 
mendetions which must be presented during the conversations so that the visit will 
yicia fruit giving positive results in the context of saving the south from con- 
stant aggression, occupation and dispossession and obtaining broad American sup- 
port which will have the effect of reflecting well in the area of arming the mili- 
tary and the domestic security forces and financial loans enabling the Lebanese 
treasury to cover the massive burdens resulting from the increase occurring in 

the balance of payments and the drop also occurring in the volume of revenues. 


Some observers recommend that these two roles to a great extent depend on the suc- 
cess of the summit meeting hoped for soon between the Syrian president, Hafiz 
al-Asad, and the Lebanese president Ilyas Sarkis, especially if Abu ‘Ammar joins 
such a meeting. Whether Lebanon is delegated to play this role through its con- 
tacts with the American party or not, these contacts will most certainly take place 
soon, that is, before the end of the current year, before Washington finishes de- 
picting the new form of its Lebanese relations through the new file it will set 
forth on Lebanon. However, if this contact takes place at the summit level, it 

will be between two terms, one at the end of its first year, the other at the begin- 
ning of its last one.

/Text7 The chief of Libyan diplomacy Dr ‘Ali ‘Abd-al-Salam al-Turayki, is one 

of the Arab foreign ministers who talks the least to the press. Nonetheless, his 
conversation with AL-NANAR AL-'ARABI WAL-DUWALI stretched over al] Arab and African 
issues, from relations with France, which fluctuate from understandings to clashes, 
to the Iran Iraq war, the situation in Chad, where the straw is still likely to 
burst in flames, the war in the Sahara, means of closing off the approaches to 

war in the Maghreb, and relations with Tunisia, which have experienced a rapproche- 
ment close to union and a tension close to war, or something approximating it. 


estion/ It is said that Algeria is distressed with the Libyan-Chad union be- 
-ause it changes the balance of forces along with southeastern borders, especially 
since it has not declared its receptivity to the plan, as it did when the union 
between Syria and the Jamahiriyah was declared. You visited Algeria before ven- 
turine to Tunisia and Maj ‘Abd-al-Salam Jaliud visited Algeria a while ago. What 
developments are there in Algerian-Libyan relations? 


/Answer/ Algerian-Libyan relations are as good as they could be. They are firm 
and very strong and there is full coordination between us and our brothers in 
Algeria in all fields. Coming to the issue of what is called the Libyan-Chad 
union, naturally, we, as Africans, in accordance with the contents of the charter 
»f the Organization of African Unity, believe in African unity, and that is part 
»f our charter. Our Arab brothers might not be aware of the situatic™ in Chad. 

A large portion of the inhabitants of that country are Arab, in the north, center 
and east; most of the inhabitants of Chad are Moslems. This is an actual fact, 
and we believe that when we provide aid to the legitimate government of Chad 
against the rebellion, that is an Arab and African act. Why? Because Hissein 
Habre got in touch with the Isreali enemy and he has had a relationship with the 
Egyptian regime, which is hostile to the Arab nation. Many meetings have been 
held between Habre directly, or officials who are his aides, and Ezer Weizmann, 
the former Isreaii defense minister, in Cairo, in the presence of Husni Mubarak, 
the Egyptian vice president. Isreeli and Egyptian weapons have been found in Chad. 
Thus, we helped the legitimate government do away with this rebellion, which has 
lasted many long years; for the first time in 15 years the people in Chad are 
expertencing comfort, security and stability. 


» 
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Therefore, African countries ought to nave offered thanks to the Jamahiriyah, we 
acted in proxy for Africa by offering aid to these fraternal people, in accordance 
with a request from the iegitimate government which was threatened by secession, 
when President Goukouni came to discuss the issue of cooperation between the two 
countries, we supported the people of Chad in building themselves up. The joint 
declaration was not an agreement over a union with the Jamahirayah, but rather an 
opening of borders and unity between the two fraternal peoples, which is to be 
found in every joint statement with every African country. Therefore constitu- 
tional unton has not yet been established between the Libyan people and the people 
of Chad. However, if the two people decide to realize a union, that should not be 
considered contradictory with union between Libya and Algeria, union between Libya 
and Tunisia, or Arab unity and African unity as a whole. The claim that Algeria 
iS dissatisfied is not true; to the contrary, Algeria fully supports the legiti- 
mate government and fully supports what the Jamahiriyah has offered the people of 
Chad. We belleve the contrary is true - that had it not been for this action, 
there would have been an Isreali presence and a French colonialist presence in 
Chad. France is primarily concerned (and this has been its policy) to prevent 

the Arab nation, as part of the African continent, from joining together and 
drawing close to the rest of the African continent; it has always used /the 
expressions/ “black Africa," “white Africa," “Africa north of the Sahara" and 
“Africa south of the Sahara," The fact that the people of Chad have expelled 
France is a historic step toward having the Arab nation, as a part of this con- 
tinent, join with the rest of the continent, and consequently we must, without 
being afraid of French colonialism and its attempts to distort the Arab reputa- 
tion in the African continent by using Libya as a first step, realize, as Arabs 
and Africans, the seriousness of the colonialist game and be in contact with our 
brethren for true economic integration. Perhaps the meeting of the countries 
bordering the Sahara was one of the main goals, as far as we were concerned, in 
eliminating this French lie. 


France exploits the bounties of Africa. It colonized Africa for decades, and 
takes uranium to ake nuclear power to make electricity and welfare for Europe 
from Africans who do not have electricity in their ‘omes. The same with mines, 
such as phosphate and manganese mines, France is exploiting these at a time when 
the Africans are among the most miserable of peoples. The Arab nation's entry 


into Joint economic activity in the context of Arab-African cooperation ultimately 
neans eliminating th colonialist monopolies, and France, specifically, in combat- 
ting Ara policy in Africa, has tried even to defame Arab-African cooperation 
while oretending that it wants Arab-African cooperation. Why? Because Arab- 
African cooperation, that is, cooperation between Arab money anc African raw 
iterials, 1s ultimately a massive activity on behalf of the Arab nation and 
Africa, and they now want to use Arab money - a recommendation by President 
Giscara O'Estaing, which is almost /wholly/ rejected by the Arab countries, in 
addition to other culturai efforts, such as negritude, which are efforts to 
infringe upon the \istoric relations between the Arab nation and Africa.

yoals. Let us assume that Libya and Chad, Niger and Maii, or Algeria and 





Mali, have decided to achieve a union; 1s this a crime, and what is the motive for 
the harsh answer /that it is/? Does Libya or Chad have the right to tell France 
"Do not join the European Common Market?" Here is the problem, which is that 
France still has its mentality which believes in a kind of tetelage and "protection" 
of some African countries. France cannot now say "I have a responsibility toward 
Algeria," because it has left Algeria for good, but France, in the era of Nouira, 
said "I have a responsibility for Tunisia!" What responsibility is that? The 
Tunisian people fought the French and expelled them by combat and blood; the Tuni- 
sian people were not given their independence, like some countries, but took it 

by force, and the blood of Tunisia was everywhere, in Bizerte and on every spot 

of Tunisian territory. What responsibility does France have toward Tunisia? Can 
italy, for example, say "I have a responsibility toward Libya because I colonized 
it? Can Portugal now say that it has a responsibility toward Angola? No, the 
issue 1s closed, but the French colonial mentality still adheres to a kind to 
tutelage; "I am concerned with the future of Chad," “I am concerned with the 
future of Tunisia. In what circumstances is France concerned with the future 

of Chad, the future of Central Africa, or the security of Tunisia? In what cir- 
cumstances? France carries out an invasion, brings Philippe Daku in by plane, 
invades Central Africa, and changes the regime there. Regardless of the fact 

that Gokassa 1s bad, this is the concern of the people of Central Africa. How- 
ever, when Goukount urges a neighboring fraternal country to help him, that be- 
comes a crime! The French got in touch with us and said, “Let us agree to divide 
our influence officially,” and we refused. We went to Chad as liberators and not 
as colonialists, and our goal was to liberate Chad from French colonialism. Natur- 
ally, Chad is a strategic area as far as they are concerned and they always used 
it to strike out at other African forces. This has ended, forever, with the liber- 
ation of Chad, here is where the main uproar lies. They know that there is ab- 
solutely no constitutional union, but they created problems and distrubances ir 
order to scare some other African countries, in order to support their presence 
there. However, this trick, in the Arab nation specifically, cannot foo! us, and 
the west have no presence among the Arabs, since we had a civilization, a language 
and a culture before France came, and we taught France civilization and reached 
Poitiers, so how can France teach us civilization? This talk has no meaning. 


/Question/ While we are on the subject of unity, many analysis have been set 
forth about the existence of difficulties arising from a difference of vision on 
nature and acencies of the union state. Will this union state see the light 
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/Answer/ Without a doubt this union will see the light, and while its consummation 
has been delayec, we are anxious that it be strong and effective. 


(/Question/ The iraqi emissary who recently made a tour of the Arab nation avoided 
Libya, Syria and So.th Yemen. What is the status of Libyan-Iraqi relations? How 
do you respond to .ve charge of not supporting a way which the Iraqi leaders con- 
sider to be a national war to liberate Arab land and islands? 


/Answer/ OQur viewpoint regarding the Iraqi-Iranian war, from the beginning, has 
yeen fully clear. That is that the war is a airty one, a war which serves onl) 
colonialism. We had hoped - and perhaps the cable from our brother the commander 
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of the revolution to President Sadam Husayn and Emam Khomeyni is proof of that - 
that the Iraqi army and the Iranian army would go together to one trench to fight 
against Zionism, colonialism and the enemies of the Islamic nation, fighting 
between two Moslem armies is an act against Islam, and perhaps the expression "may 
the killer and the killed be in the fire," by the commander of the revolution, 
makes that clear to us. 


The only Arab country which refused to establish relations with the Shah was Libya. 
We considered the Shah hostile to the Arab nation and allied with Zionism and South 
Africa, and we refused to establish any dialogue or any relations of any kind with 

him, 


wnen we say that the Shah was the ally of Zionism, that is because his existence 
served Zionism and because he supplied Isreali with oi], threatened the Arab 
nation, considered the whole Arabian Peninsula a strategic area under his influence 
and therefore played the role of policeman of the Gulf. When President Saddam 
Husayn signed the Shatt-al-'Arab agreement with the Shah, we were against this 
agreement, we clearly announced our rejection of it and considered it an abandon- 
ment on Iraq's part of Arab soverignty, which is a fact. 


The view of our bre hers in Algeria was to help Iraq so that the Iraqi army could 
play its part on the national front instead of being preoccupied with a civil war. 
What has happened is that now instead of heading toward the natonal front the 
Iraqi army has started a war against revolutionary Iran, which considered itself 

a frontiine state with Arab nation, and imperialism has returned. I believe that 
none of us will argue that the true, strong support of Zionism is the United States 
of America and that America is hostile to the Arab nation. 


To enter into combat with the Iranian revolution, which is taking its position 
regarding the Palestinian revolution having expelled the Zionist enemy, mobilized, 
its resources for the Palestinian revolution and considered itself a front line 
state is ultimately an act directed against te Arab nation. 


We are on the side of any Arab country against which aggression takes place, but 

we will not be a party to fighting against the Iranian revolution. The position 

of these 'raqi forces which have been directed against Iran ought to have been on 
the Syrian front and on the Jordanian front, fighting Israel, not fighting against 
the Iranian revolution, In the revolution agaiast the Shah, who was Persian, racist 
and hostile to the Arabs, and the reversion of Iran to the principles of Isiam and 
Islamic brotherhood, we see Arab-Iranian brotherhood under the flag of Islam, not, 
not Persian racism against the Arabs. Fighting Iran meas encouraging , the Persian 
elements hostile to tne Arab nation which existed in the era of the Shan to return 
to Iran. Consequentiy we are not in agreement with this kind of war. 

Of course we will not teke part in @ war against Iraq, but this war is ultivately 
harmful to the Arab nation because it is against its interests. 


Union of tne Maghret 





/Question/ Talking about the Maghreb, and Libya's relations with Morocco specifically 
which have not yet witnessed any ray of hope which might indicate a relaxation since 
diplomatic relations between the two countries were severed what is your appraisal 

of these relations at the present time? Are the possibilities for a rapprochement 
likely, especially now that the area has been placed in an atmosphere of relaxation 
following Moroccan-Algerian contacts and the Tunisian-Libyan rapprochement? 


/Answer/ Algerian-Moroccan contacts might have taken place but, as far as Morocco 
goes, we did not sever relations with it, it was Morocco which severed relations with 
.ibya. We are not the only ones who disagree with Morocco; other African Arabs do too, 
on the Shara question; Libya is the first to have offered support and aid to the 
Sharan people so that it could be liberated from Spanish colonialism. We never were 
opposed to union between the people of the Sahara and Morocco or the people of the 
Shara and Mauritania; our goal, in the first place, was to expe: Spanish colonialism. 
However, these people, who fought against Spanish colonialsim for many long years, 
cought not to have been treated like a flock of sheep, broken up or incorporated, 
their opinion should have been asked-whether to decide to join Morocco, which they are 
free to do, aS we welcome any unionist activity, decide to join Mauritania, a decision 
which we welcome, or decide to preserve their independence, which they are also free 
to do. Peoples are not measured by the volume of their material resources but we are 
in favor of uniting, if we can, even in the context of the Maghreb. The commander 

f the revolution's recommendation, which he declared to Le MONDE, was clear; that 

is that an integrated union should take place among Mauritania, Morocco, the Republic 
of the Sanara, Libya, Tunisia and Algeria. We are in favor of such a union, and 
Morocco must realize facts its ignoring the Saharan cause and repeating that this 
file has been closed and that there is no problem in not realistic; there is a 
political issue and there are 26 African countries which have recognized the Republic 
of the Sahara. Fighting is going on between the people of the Sahara and the 
Moroccan army, which is a political reality which imposes itself. If Morocco re- 
solves this problem, there will not be any problems between it and us. 


Tunisia without Nouira 

/Quest? n/ The latest political developments in Tunisia have removed personalities 
whom Libya considers nostile to rapprochement between the two countries from the 
tiller of power and have brought other names which «re considered favorable to 
leveloping relations with the Jamahiriyah; is this the only factor in the latest 
reconciliation which has been sanctified by our visit to Tunisia, or is there an 
objective basis for this reconciliation? 


‘Answer/ We do not in reality consider it a reconciliation, because there is no 
dispute between Libya and Tunisia. We are one people and have a complete organic 
interreiationship. We belong to Arabhood to one religion. In addition to these 
national factors and religious factors, there are factors cf geography and inter- 
mixture. We are almost not just one people but also one tribe, and I believe that 
proximity anu rapprochemen* have made thousands of Tunisians Libyans and thousands 


»f Libyans Tunisians on all levels. Today I heard an old statement by His Excellency 
President Bourguiba teliing the story of his family's arrival, stating that they 
came from Libya, «hich is an indication of this interrelationship. We are a single 








people; even in the darkest of circumstances, in the days of fascist colonialism 

in Libya for example, we fought together, we shed our blood against Italian coloni- 
alism, and thousands of Libyans went to Tunisia and lived there. The converse also 
happened; we fought France together. If these relations existed in the past, in 

core circumstances, think about the period following our independence and our free- 
om. 


Our relations have gone through periods, in particular following the 1 September 
revolution in Libyal Today national action and the attainment of our main goals, 
foremost among them Arab unity, are no longer an emotional act; we Libyans do not 
100k upon it as an emotional act; it is not only emotions which join us but Common 
interests, if only from the standpoint of mere interests. If we take Libya alone, 
Tunisia alone, or Algeria alone, they will remain dwarf states which have no hope 
for real development, for the real defense of their territory, or for any social 
or cultural construction. We must therefore ultimately act to achieve our full 
unity, the unity of the whole Arab nation, not just of neighboring countries like 
Tunisia and Libya. 


We have now reached a splendid stage in relations, but naturally, because of 
domestic and foreign circumstances. Tunisian-Libyan relations, when Hedi Nouira 

was the head of the Tunisian cabinet went through a crisis; 1 would not /just/ 

Say Tunisian-Libyan relations but 1 would /also/ say Tunisian-Arab relations in- 
volving Algeria and Tunisia, Libya and Tunisia, or other Arab countries and Tunisia, 
although the intensity of the crisis varied from country to country. They were 
under the shadow of the former Tunisian government, which really prevented any rap- 
proachement or real linkage between Tunisia as a part of this nation and the Arab 
Nation itself. 


We, for our part, tried to talk with this man and contact him, but we believe that 
this action ultimately was directed more against the Tunisian people than against 
Libya or Algeria - unfortunately, however, to no avail. There is a point which he 
also exploited, and that is the illness of the president, and the circumstances the 
healtr of President Bourguiba went through, because it is he who was always the 
guarantor and the valve preventing the deviation of any official from the real 
goals. He seized this opportunity and started destructive activities against Libyan- 
Tunisian relations whose target was not Libya alone but the isolation of Tunisia, 
linking it to Western civilization and to tactical, non-strategic interests. For 
this reason there was a dispute with nim and meeting with him was not possible, ei- 
ther for us or for Algeria. 


In the fact that the league is present in Tunis, along wit the Arab Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization, we see an assertion of this people's adherence 
to their Arabhood and their nation. Everyone knows that he himself was not enthu- 
Siastic over the presence of the Arab League in Tunisia. I remember that I asked 
him personally about relations between the Egyptian regime and Isreal at the latest 
league meeting and I heard from the man at that time, in the presence of officials 
whO were with him at the time, that he was not opposed to the estublishment of re- 
lations between Egypt and Isreal, so this is a political tendency which is contrary 
to tne nature of the Tunisian neonle. 





Naturally we believe that this sorrowful stage in the history of our people in 
Tunisia has passed and that new faces which are not alien to this people have en- 
gaged in rectifying a sin committed against the Tunisian people. Therefore I be- 
lieve that this stage, which we consider to have been summer clouds, has ended and 
consequently matters between Tunisia and its neighbors and brothers in the Arab 
nation have returned to their natural state. 


/Question/ Will the steps between Tunis and Tripoli stay restricted to ceremonial 
occasions and be based on fragile reconciliations, or is there profound agreement 
over a long-range view on improving relations, for example according to a stage- 
by-stage program which is controlled and will contain steps agreed upon by both 
parties? Will the next step be a visit by a Tunisian official to Tripoli? 


/Answer/ There is a program, and we have the basis of the program which, if we ap- 
ply it, will bring us to comprehensive economic integration between Libya and Tuni- 
sia. We in Libya clearly emphasize our total support and backing for this piatform 
of cooperation between the two countries, and we believe that real balanced develop- 
ment cannot take place in Libya at a time when there is no equivalent development 

in Tunisia, Development in Tunisia and Libya must be in one balanced direction; 
what we possess in Libya is ultimately the property of the Arab nation, in partic- 
ular a country like Tunisia, and the converse is true with respect to what Tunisia 
possesses. We, for our part, believe that the strategy is union, that is, the at- 
tainment of integration and unity between us, and we have only to begin real work 
and at leat make up for the period of chill which occurred between the two coun- 
tries. Consequently, our agreement now is not a seasonal action -- it is a strate- 
jic one. Whatever the nature of the ruler in either country or the officials here 
or there might be, they cannot forget that cooperation, integration and unity be- 
tween the two peopl: are inevitable and are not subject to the moods of individuals. 


France: Deterioration and Improvement 


/Question/ Your relations with France have become tense as a result of the events 
in Chad. France has threatened to intervene militarily in Chad, while Libya has 
threatened to strike out at France's economic and political interests in the Arab 
nation and in Africa. How has the latest relaxation in relations between Paris 
and Tripoli occurred, and are there basis for guaranteeing its stability? 


/Answer/ We enjoy cooperation with France, and we are not against this kind of 
cooperation. Rather, we were the first to break the arms monopoly, because we were 
tne first to have made an arms deal with France so there would be no monopoly on 
the part of colonialism or on the part of America on arms in the region. We es- 
tablished relations and appreciated French policy regarding the Arab cause, es- 
pecially in the era of General DeGaulle, and considered this position positive. 


owever, we differ with colonial France. We are on France's side in regard to 
cooperation and are not opposed to the creation of a sort of cooperation between 
France and the African countries. France has the right to establi.. cooperation, 
but we are opposed to the presence of French beses on the continent of Africa, and 
we consider these bases to be a threat to the security of Africa. se are .gainst 
French interventio., in the internal affairs of African countries and attempts to 








create alliances on the behalf of France and the West on the continent. Therefore 
Africa has no pacts except within itself; if there are pacts, they will be among 
African countries. We are opposed to the French presence in Chad, and France knows 
that. The people of Chad, at their group in Lagos, considered the French presence 
to be the cause of Chad's problems; .: of Chad's wings demanded at Lagos that the 
French forces evacuated, and these forcea did evacuate from Chad. Naturally France 
left its agents, such as Hissein Habre, to attempt to create problems and insta- 
bility in tne country. When France left we considered that a positive step which 
could lead to improved relations between us and France, but we will resist any 
threat to Chad, and will not resist it with words, for we are present in Chad and 
ave reinforced our military presence there, and any aggression against that coun- 
try will be considered an aggression against Libya. Ae hope that the French gov- 
ernment will think with the mentality of the 20th century and nol that of the 18th 
century, the mentality of colonialism. We are stil] anxious to establish coopera- 
tion with France as long as it honors the will of our people and dues not inter- 
fere in the domestic affairs of our country or others. 


,uestion/ Chad needs significant economic and financial aid at the present time 
in order to rebuild itself. What is the scope for cooperation between the Jama- 
hiriyan and Chad in this area? 


/Answer/ We have started serious work to rebuild Chad and have allocated tens of 
millions of dollars. This is our duty in rebuilding life in Chad, which has al- 
most been destroyed in all fields, economic, Cultural and technical, after a war 
which lasted 15 years. The town of Ndjamena is destroyed, its electricity, its 
water and its airport. We have started serious work, there is an integrated plan 
for economic reconstruction, agreement has been reached between us and the gov- 
ernment of Chad in this context, and we will contribute all we have to that, to 
the degree that we can.

[Text The revolutionary court in the Libyan Jamahiriyah yesterday evening issued 
various sentences against a number of people opposed to the revolution, bribe-takers, 
contractors, merchants, middlemen and officers who have been described as obstruct- 
ing the course of the revolution, The revolutionary court declared its approva! 

of the death sentences which the revolutionary committees have already carried out 
against: 

/\./ ‘Umar al-Mahdawi, former Libyan employee in the Libyan embassy in Bonn. 

2. Muhammad Mustafa, former broadcaster on British Radio. 

3. Mahmud Nafi', former lawyer. 

4. ‘Abdd-al-Jalfl al-'Arif, who was not described. 


The charge of grand treason was leveled against these individuals for dea'ling with 
the enemy and other foreign bodies hostile to Libya and the Arab nation. 


The court also issued death sentences in absentia against: 

1. Muhammad Yusaf al-Magaryaf, former Libyan ambassador to India. 
Yahya ‘Umar Sulayman, now Anabinja to Sultan Qabus. 

3. Fadil Anmad Sa fd al-Mus'adi, whose description is unknown. 


The charge of dealing with foreign bodies and opposing the course of the revolution 
in Libya was also leveled against these three people.

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It also economically disenfranchised a further number of contractors, merchants and 
middlemen and prohibited them from pursuing their previous activities, and they have 
been transferred to @ special court which will) issue sentences against them, now 
that they have been condemned for carrying out activities obstructing the course 

of the revolution. 


The court acquitted a further number of accused persons who were not convicted. 
These verdicts were read out on television in a special session held by the revolu- 
tionary court in the evening. 


It should be pointed out that the revolutionary committees had arrested a number 
of bribe-takers, contractors, middlemen, merchants and officers a number of months 
ago, after they had been charged with engaging in bribery and exploiting their 
positions and influence.

Its aim was to kill the 
political and military officials and to transmit a call on the radio appeai- 
ing to the Moroccan kingdom to intervent militarily. That would be the 
prelude to Moroccan military intervention in Mauritania which would later be 
justified at international forums.

Boucetta said that Morocco always adhered to the principle of noninterference 
in the domestic affairs of neighboring countries. He noted that Morocco 
always tries to maintain a hich level of relations of cooperation, friendship 
and good-neighborliness with Mauritania. The minister of state added that 
the Mauritanian aliegations were nothing but a cover for what has been 
hatched against us. This was clear in the transportation of equipment and 
the establishment of an intensified airlift between Benghazi and Tindouf, and 
open military movements in the direction of northern Mauritania. 


M'hamed Boucetta pointed out that the decision which was taken by the 
European parliament affirms the nonexistence of a Saharan people, and that 
there are only organized bands there which set out from Algeria and are 
armed by Libya. Concerning the report which was approved by the European

[Text] LE CONTININT: Following the recent strikes and their ripid settlement, 
what are the prospects for relations between the government and the trade 
unions now? 


Mohamed Mzali: First of all, I would like to explain that the strike which 
took place in the capital was a wildcat strike for the simple reason that 
the Transport Workers’ Federation, which had been set up a few weeks 
previously as a result of free and democratic elections, neither authorized 
hor recognized it. Furthermore, that wildcat strike was the result of a 
wild rumor spread by some elements wishing to .avolve the workers in a 
process dangerous for both them and the national community as a whole. It 
was started at the very moment when the Trade Union National Commission 

was seeking to make the Tunisian General Federation of Labor [UGTT] strong 
again to ensure that the trade union central organization occupies the place 
due to it in national life and that it helps, together with all patriotic 
forces, to further consolidate the democratic path marked out by 

President Bourguiba. 


Since April 1980 the Tunisian Government has spared no effort to defuse 

the political and social situation and establish solid bases for a system 

of permanent consultations and dialogue with all social partners and all 
catriots. What we wanted was to restore confidence in our relations and 
ensure that both our statements and our deeds are credible. I believe that 
we have achieved . great deal in a short period of time with inadequate

JAPANESE AUTO EXPORTS UP--Dubai, April 7--While the American and Europeans have 
only been talking about mounting an export drive to the Gulf, the Japanese, far 
enough ahead, have put in that extra spurt to increase their share of UAE passen- 
ger car market from two-thirds in 1979 to almost seven-eighths last year, Figures 
recently made available by the Dubai government show that Japanese passenger car 
exports to the UAE through Dubai rose by more than 50 percent over the past two 
years. In 1979, out of 14,675 cars worth 300 million dirhams, the Japanese 
accounted for 10,682 units valued at 165 million dirhams, But 1980 saw a phenom- 
enal jump in these exports to an extent that competition from other motor vehicle 
manufacturers was reduced to symbolic levels. The Japanese share of the UAF 
market increased to 161,651 vehicles valued at 281 million dirhams, a rise in 
excess of 50 percent. Overall car imports amounted to 18,763 units worth Dh. 369 
million. All the leading Japanese car makers had a share of the UAE bonanza with 
Toyota taking the largest slice at a 27 percent rise, followed by Nissan-Datsun 
(24 percent) and Toyota Kogyo-Mazda (15 percent). The Japanese sweep of the motor

exporte declined to a symbolic 29 vehicles and even Germany, with its prestigious 
Mercedes beng, could barely maintain ite 1979 levels, Newcomers in the market 
like South Korea slipped badly from 442 unite in 1979 to 166 last year, The same 
pattern was repeated in the case of four wheel drive vehicles with U.S, exports 
through Dubai fallling from 469 unite in 1979 to 126 lasc year.

INFLATLON AT 15 PERCENT@-Abu Dhabi, April 9 (WAM)--The central economic situation 
of the UAE is continuously improving and the rate of inflation declined to about 
15 pereent last year compared with the four-year period 1974-77, when it rose to 
a reeord of 25 percent, according to the yearly report for 1980 published by the 
Central Bank of LAE. The report also noted that the trade activities have wit- 
nessed 4 great improvement, along with the construction sector, which had experi- 
enced a crisis in the previous year, The report attributed this to the action 
undertaken by the committee formed by the govermment to settle real estate loans. 
It said the action would enable the bank to give more attention to developing the 
industrial sector. Bank deposits rose to 18,7 billion dirhams (little over five 
billion dollars) by the end of 1980, representing about 40 percent of the banks' 
total liabilities, against 15.6 billion dirhams (about 4,2 billion dollars), 

The report cited several elements which it said reflect a certain lack of confi- 
dence in the banking system in the country. Those include the interest rates 
differentials between the UAE and Eurodollar markets, the openness of the economy 
and the preference of the community for liquidity and for placing funds abroad 
denominated in dollars and other foreign currencies, It however, expected a 
gradual improvement in time. According to the Central Bank report, the number of 
commercial banks in the UAE by the end of December 1980 was 49 with 347 operating 
branches, Twenty-one banks are locally incorporated and 28 are foreign. (Text)
